He advocates insistence on the terms of 
treaties and the Washington\Azreemeut aathe only solution which — 
will prove satisfactory in the long’run to Chinese and foreigners 
alike, and adds that no one would grudge China an increased customs 
revenue if she. would only make prcper use of it, and do something 
towards reforming her fiacal system, which nas gravely impeded trade 
for more than ha'f a cectury, and become as into‘erable burden.—

the recommendations of th? 
Parliamentary Committee of 
three years: before were given 
effect to through the efforts of 
Plimsoll and Havelock Wilson. 
Prior to that date every ship had 
to haves load-line painted on her, 
but it could be fixed wherever the 
owner pleased. One shipowner, 
Mr. Wilson told me, in order to 
show his contempt for’ the law 
had the load-line painted at the 
top of his steamer's funnel. 

Plimsoll died at Folkestone on 
June, 3, 1898. “The Times.” 
obituary notice concluded with 
the words: We forget bis absur- 
dities, we draw a veil over his 
lack of self-control, we almost 
pardon his exaggerations (which 
continued to the end), and his 
recklessness of accusation, when 
we remember that the evil which 
he attacked was real and gigantic, 
and that the ferocity of his 
attacks was the outpquring of the 
indignation of a sincere if not 
always well-regulated mind.”—

To be in official communic- 
ation with the Soviet Govern- 
ment, as Dr. Sun has been, is no 
crime, of course, and so long as 
the overtures are of 4 normal 


character-and will not lead tol’ 


the spread of  Bolshevistic 
dovtrines in China. no-one can 
complain. We welcome also the 
assertion — that the Canton 
Government has not received, 
nor been promised, financial aid 
from Soviet sources. Such aid 
i would obviously not be given ex- 
‘cept for a. consideration, which

China’s Tariffs. / 
One can sympathise with China 
in her predicamont of trying to 
“raise the wind” with very little to 
raise and a group of increasingly 
clamorous creditors watching her 
every shift and turn. The latest 
brain-wave. that’ the Peking 
tinance department has had is to 
request the Powers to sanction a 
special custems tarifoftwoand a 
half percent. on imported goads.! 
whereby the Chinese Government 
hopes to be able to meet some of 
its debts. Tt may seem harsh on 
the part of the Powers to refuse 
this -especially in view of the 
affected parties being the foreign 
countries themselves -but there 
is ample reason to justify the re 
ply of’ Nay.” The evidence tends 
to suggest that China will pre- 
sently receive an emphatic nega- 
tive. ‘Sir John Jordan has a just 
claim to be considered an autho- 
rity on policy towan!s China, and 
his letter tu the Tivex, suramaris- 
ed in a Reuter cable published 
to day, sets out Vers clearly the 
main vdjections to granting the 
proposed-tarif As he points 
out, the request merely amvunts 
to an expedient for temporarily 
staving off impatient creditors, 
and will “be no. permanent 
remedy. Actually, it would 
mean that the creditor Govern- 
ments will obtain part repay- 
ment out of the pockets 
of their nationals. Apart from 
such very sound considerations 
are the doubts cencerning the 
Chinese Government's ability to 
administer any such accretion of 
Tevenueinapropermanner. Un- 
fortunately for this mismanaged 
neighbour country, its so-called 
rulers have’ not exhibited any of 
the administrative qualites which 
would be the very least de- 
sideratum for guining the trust of 
the Pawers concerned. It seems 
thar some other way will have to 
be found out of the tinancial quag- 
mire in which China is now 
floundering. “
